THE NEW HINGSTON TIN MINING COMPANY.

increased, and at its present height will yield extraordinary gains, 
The Times says— 

“Tin mining ts going ahead at a tremendous pace. It is calculated that Corn- 
wall is now ratsing upwards of 1400 tonsof tin monthly, and the supply is steadily 
increasing. There is an unprecedented demand, and, Judging from the market 
reports, it 1s far more likely to increase than diminish ; {t ts stated that the tin- 
plate manufacturers will not book any more orders this year, other than for 
their regular customers. New mines, and mines which were abandoned during 
the long and severe depression, when only very large returns of ore would meet 
working costs, are being set in motlon every week in West Cornwall, and a few 
in the eastern part of the county : and there seems to beevery prospect that this 
state of things will continue while the smelters’ quotations are auything like 
what they have been for several months past.

The present 
high prices are 135s. to 138s. per cwt. On Jan. 5 the quotations were 127s, to 
131s., and they steadily declined to 118s., 1228. on March 6, On April 3 there was 
an advance to 12Is.,125s., and on the 18th of the same month a drop to'1193., 
123s., and on May 6 a further drop to 116s., 121s. This was the lowest point for 
the year, still the prices were considered very good, and highly remunerative. 
On May 17 the quotations were (18s, to 123s., and on July 14 they were 123s. to 
133s. On Sept. 5 they were 124s. to 127s.; Sept. 23, 127s. to 1308.; Oct. 2, 13.8, 
to 133s., and now 135s. to 1348, There is keen competition among the smelters 
for the produce of the mines, The sale in Lonaon the other day of 252 tons of 
Straits tin averaged 1431. 7s. 6d., the value of the whole being about 11,000/. The 
result is gratifying to those interested in the Cornish mines, and It is considered 
that another advance in tho tin standards 1s inevitable.”” : : 
An enterprise called the New Hingston Tin Mining Company (Li- 
mited) has been formed to work a property near Callington, The 
sett is extensive, being nearly a mile square, and is traversed by se- 
veral rich lodes, including those worked in Gunnislake (Clitters), 
Hingston Down, Holmbush and Kelly Bray, and South Kitt Hill. 
The directors of the present company intend to devote their atten- 
tion, in the first place, to the Hingston Down lode, which at a short 
distance from their boundary is worth 120/, per fathom, and in their 
sett, where it has been opened upon to a depth of 6 fathoms, is worth 
from 152, to 202. per fathom, 10 tons of black tin having been sold 
therefrom, An engine-shaft has been sunk 20 fms, below the adit, 
intersecting the lode, which is rich for tin, the whole of the stuff 
from the lode produces 40 lbs, of tin to the ton, It is intended to 
erect 36 heads of stamps, which will crush 11,000 tons of tinstuff per 
annum, producing at the low estimate of 35 lbs, per ton a total of 
175 tons of black tin, worth, at 80/. per ton, the gross sum of 14,0002. 
The expenditure necessary to obtain this yield is calculated not to 
exceed 9000/,, leaving a net profit of 5000/., equal to a dividend at the 
rate of nearly 40 per cent, per annum on the capital of the company.

The CHAIRMAN said the present meeting had been convened in 
conformity with the Articles of Association, and there was really very 
little business to transact—not even that task which would be most 
gratifying to the directors of declaring a dividend. Possibly that 
night create disappointment in some quarters ; therefore, he might 
remind the shareholders that any dividend declared at this season of 
the year could only be of an interim character, and before the direc- 
tors could have declared it they must have been very well assured of 
the position of the company. The year’s working would, he trusted, 
result in profit, but they had not yet arrived at that desirable posi- 
tion to warrant them anticipating a dividend by disbursing their re- 
ceipts, The trade during the past year, according to the latest ac- 
counts, did not compare favorably with those of the preceding year, the 
produce showing a Geficiency of upwards of 7000 tons, This de- 
crease, however, they still hoped would be made up during the re- 
mainder of the season, the more especially as the decrease was ap- 
parent chiefly in slack coal. By the last accounts there were several 
vessels waiting to load in excess of last year. Some of their cus- 
tomers in the United States had increased the rate of freight, in order 
to secure 10,000 tons more before the season closed ; therefore, there 
were hopes that before the end of the present year the sales would 
not be at all behind those of the year 1870. There had been an 
evident improvement in the demand for their coal from the United 
States—their orders had been numerous, and they heard that the 
manager of the Boston Gasworks had reported that the coal from 
the Foord Pit was the best that had ever been received from Pictou, 
and that if its character were maintained he would be disposed to re- 
ceive all his supplies from the company. ll these things pointed 
to an improvement in their trade with the United States, One draw- 
back had been the deficiency of labour and shipping—the former 
had been felt throughout the province, but in their case it was almost 
exclusively among the surface labourers, This was chiefly attribut- 
able tothe construction of the Inter-Colonial Railway, where a higher 
tate of wages was paid than obtainable by ordinary occupations. The 
deficiency of shipping, he was afraid, was a more serious difficulty— 
atall events for the present—and one that placed them at a disadvantage with 
tome of their neighbours; at least, an apparent disadvantage. Most of their 
Competitors had been shipping coal themselves, and delivering it at the ports at 
‘fixed price, The impression appeared to be that those who attempt it are in- 
Cirring a loss, in the hope of establishing a market for their produce, in anti- 
Cipation of a repeal or modification of the import duty in the United States. At 
allevents, the directors had not felt themselves justified in entering into such 
transactions; the consequence bad been their purchasers had, not being able to 
Command tonnage, been disposed to throw the blame upon the detention in the 
loading of the vessels, consequent upon tue scarcity of labour ; they were assured 
that the detention had been quite as great at the other establishments, which 
bad been proved by results. This referred more particularly to the Albion 
Mine; and as to the Lingan, the coal of which was in favour for gas purposes 
fn the United States, shipping had also been smal!. This was a serlous question, 
and was engaging the attention of the board; enquiries had been made in this

NOt possees the necessary qualifications, it would be only an additional in- 
“WWorance aud a further burden upon their resources, But he had the satis- 


faction of announcing that they had found a gentleman in whom they were dis- 
posed to place confidence—a gentleman of great scientific acquirements, and 
large practical knowledge of mining operations, and who had the advantage of 
much colenial experience, The gentleman to whom he referred was Mr. Ruther- 
ford, who at ane | held the office of Government Inspector of Mines in Nova 
Scotia, Mr. Rutherford would relinquish bis present position, and enter the 
company’s service in January. The board hoped the appointment would lead 
to economical working, and to the extension of their trade. With reference to 
thetr financial position, the shareholders had already received an intimation 
that the directors were still prepared to receive subscriptions fo@ the debentures 
anthorised to be raised in 1869.

Hitherto they had appealed only to their own sharcholders to take up the de- 
bentures ; some of the largest shareholders had shown their confidence in the 
security offered, Theonly proposition he had to submit was the question of re- 
muneration te the auditors for the current year, which he proposed should be 
100%. He might add that the auditors rendered very great assistance, both by 
their adviceand by checking the aceounts as they arrived from the mines. 
They were not only indebted to those gentlemen for the new system of book- 
keeping, but also for the assistance they rendered in seeing it carried out properly. 

The motion being duly seconded was put, and carried unanimously. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman and directors for the able man- 
ner in which they were directing the affairs of the company, and for the ap- 
potatment of such a man as Mr. Rutherford. 

The CHAIRMAN having acknowledged the vote, said that it would be of very 
great assistance if the shareholders would come forward with a few additional 
thousands, to enable the directors to entirely liquidate the loan. (Hear, hear.) 

The meeting then separated, 


IMPERIAL BRAZILIAN COLLIERIES, 


The four-monthly statutory meeting of shareholders waa held at 

the company’s offices, New Broad-street, on Thursday, 
Mr. E. BRYDGES WILLYAMS, M.P., in the chair. 

Mr. G. H. CARDOZO (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the Chairman declared the meeting duly constituted. 

The CHAIRMAN, in opening the business of the meeting, explained 
that they had met in accordance with the Act of Parliament and with 
their Articles of Association, The company was registered on Aug. 3, 
and on the 17th of the same month the allotment was made. The 
directors lost no time in taking the necessay steps for carrying out 
the objects of the company. They were fortunately enabled to con- 
clude an arrangement, in every way satisfactory to the company, with 
Mr. James Johnson, to act as manager of the collieries. The im- 
portance of this appointment would be appreciated when he told them 
that Mr. Johnson had spent 17 years in the employ of the Brazilian 
Government, and had during that time been engaged in examining 
the coal resources of the country, and in developing the very mines 
which the company had now acquired. Mr. Johnson left England 
on Oct, 13, to undertake the management, and under his advice, and 
that of the company’s engineer, the directors engaged the requisite 
number of colliers and workmen, half of whom sailed by the Hum- 
boldt, on Nov. 20, and the rest were to sail on Dec.1, That the ope- 
rations in Brazil might progress in the most satisfactory manner, the 
directors had purchased the requisite additional plantand machinery ; 
these will be completed and shipped as soon as possible. With re- 
gard to the tramway, they had considered several proposals for its construction, 
bat had ultimately determined to utilise the services of the workmen to be sent 
out; they would, under the superintendence of Mr. Johnson, who had had prac- 
tical experience in that kind of work, construct the earthworks and lay down 
the permanent way. In connection with that decision, he might mention that 
the directors had contracted for the purchase of light rails and other materials 
for the permanent way, in theshipinent of which no time would be lost. By this 
means the works of the tramway would be completed at cost price, and a great 
saving to the company wou'd thus be effected. Turning to their legal and 
financial position, he would observe that immediately after the allotment they 
had taken the requisite steps to secure the formal recognition of the company 
by the Imperial Brazilian Government, to get the concessions and property 
transferred into the company’s name, and to obtain from the provincial Govern- 
ment of Rio Grande do Sul payment in respect of the shares authorised to be 
taken by the President. These steps were much facilitated by the directors se- 
curing the influential firm of J. Bramley Moore and Co., of Liverpool and Rio de 
Janeiro, to act as their agents. Indeed, he thought that in every respect the 
shareholders might be congratulated upon the progress that had been made in 
carrying out the objects of the coneern, especially when they considered the nu- 
merous important matters of detatl which required attention. He would fur- 
ther remark that the directors had been stimulated in pressing on matters by 
the assurance of Mr. Johnson that the tramway should be completed within 
six months after the arrival of the men and materials at Sao Jeronymo, and 
that as soon as the tramway was opened the trade in the company’s coal would 
be commenced. There was no formal report to present to the meeting, but 
one of his colleagues, who had paid much attention te the details connected with 
putting the undertakidg in thoreugh working order, had favoured them with 
his observations in writing, the purport of which would, no doubt, be Interesting 
to the meeting. The report referred to was the result of a visit to Liverpool and 
conference with Messrs. Bramley Moore and Co., and of information gained from 
several of the tradera with RioGrande. Full particulars were obtained as tothe 
remuneration to agents, based upon the arrangements made in nine other com 
panies for whom Messrs, Bramley Moore and Co. acted. Details were also settled 
as to accounts and financial arrangements, the shipment of materials, passages 
of workmen, &c.; but as these are strictly trade matters they need not be stated. 
With regard to the prospects of the company, it was ascertained that at San 
Pedro do Sul there are two coals depOis belonging to private individuals, and one 
belonging to the Government; and a most intelligent captain of a constant 
trader to Rio Grande stated that he counted on one occasion as many as twelve 
English colliers inside. The report continues that *‘ If we average each collier 
with 300 tons it will be seen that a very large market for our supply of coal exists 
inside the bar—at Rilo Grande do Sul, Pelotas, and Porto Alegre, for it is not to 
be supposed that these colliers were the whole number that carried coal through 
the year; but nodoubt at other periods colliers would be arriving. The distance 
from our collieries is about 230 miles, and I think that anyone would reasonably 
believe that with our prices we must command the market. The day I was 
making the enquiries Messrs. Bramley Moore and Co, received advices of a cargo 
sold at Rio for 49s. per ton, and of the prices at Porto Alegre being from 50s. to 
60s. per ton, and only 30 miles from our place of shipment. Avother disadvan- 
tage for colliers sent from England is that after their passage they arrive off a 
harbour which, from the shifting nature of the bar, occasioually necessitates a 
delay. Thecaptain who afforded me the information had had to wait three 
days to get in and 14 days to get out, and he knew a vessel detained 58 days in- 
side, drawing 11ft.3in. Ihave given actual facts, which should satisfy the 
mind of everyone of a well-grounded hope of success, without being sanguine or 
speculative. But as we become more developed the southern ports will equally 
look to us for supply, for as lines of steamers are advertised to run to Rosario, 
Buenos Ayres, Monte Video, of the distances of about 600, 440, and 30) miles re- 
spectively, the prices at which we can supply must eventually command their 
orders. I trust that the position of thecompany may ultimately necessitate our 
having steam colliers to keep up the trade, and a small steam lighter able to 
carry about 100 tons of coal, of light draft, to cross the bar at any moment. 
Passing steamers that mightrun short would then anchor outside the bar if they 
knew a ready supply of coal was alwaysobtainable. Striking a blow at the coal 
monopoly now existing there, we must expect opposition, but difficulty is the 
condition of success.”’ 

A DIRECTOR thought there could be no doubt that when the company were in 
a position to supply coal at balf the price ruling it would not be difficult to con- 
troi the market. He felt that no company could start with more satisfactory 
prospects than theirown. All the colliers which they had engaged would have 
ret sail for Brazil within 36 hours of the time at which he was speaking. It 
would no doubt be necessary that they should have a dept at the mouth of the 
Rio Grande, and when once fairly at work they might anticipate a large and 
lucrative trade, 

Mr. GREAME remarked that when he got the prospectus of the company he 
was sanguine as to ite prospects, but he regretted to see that the shares were 
not better taken up. If the whole capital could be completed he would be glad 
to increase his investment, but he found that only 8000 shares were upon the re- 
gister. He would like to know whether thesubscription on the 2000 shares had 
been received from the Brazilian Government, or whether the Brazilian Go- 
vernment would be bound to their contract, seelng that only 8000 outof the 
13,000 shares were taken. 

The CHAIRMAN said that 11,000 shares had been taken, including the 2000 by 
the Brazillian Government. They were led to belicve that one-third of the 
capital would be taken in Brazil, but bad not yet ascertained how many would 
be taken there. The vendors had received 75001. in cash, and no doubt was en- 
tertained that the Brazilian Goverment would pay upon the 2000sbhares. Their 
manager, Mr. Johuson, was aiready in communication with the Government 
on the subjecr, 

Mr, WALTER WEBB (solicitor to the company) sald that the taking of the 
shares by the Government was quite unconditional, and had been formally sanc- 
tioned by decree of the Provincial Government. Mr. Johnson in bis letter, dated 
Rio de Janeiro, Nov. € (just received by the directors), announced bis safe ar- 
rival, after 22 days’ voyage from Liverpool, and says—‘‘I found my partuer 
here hard at work with the authorities; he has made application already for 
the reduction of the 5 per cent. royalty, with a promise of a favourable result 
We have to see the Minister of Public Works to-day, but not in time to give you 
the result, as the French steamer, Amazone. sails to-day for Berdéos, and the 
mails close at 120’clock noon. There is no steamer to Porto Alegre from here 
before the 17th inst. I will avail myself in the meantime to forward the in- 
terests of the company all that is possible. I find the company is much thought 
of here, and Moura informs me that many gentlemen in Porto Alegre wish to 
take shares, Yesterday being Sunday I have not yet bad an opportunity of see- 
ing Messrs. Jobn Movreand Co., the office being closed on Saturday ; I will, liow- 
ever, if can, see them before 1 close this, Moura informs me that he has al- 
ready forwarded the necessary documents respecting the 200u shares taken by 
the Provincial Government; they have not as yet paid the call, but are making 
arrangements to doso, I bope you will forward the materials and men as soou 
as possible. Before I leave this I shall make arrangements that the men and 








materials be forwarded with as little delay as possible, I haye three workmen 


pene ree me, who I am going to forward to Sao Jeronymo this week in a sail- 
ng vessel."’ 

Mr. E. LEIGH PEMBERTON, M.P., observed that the taking of the shares by 
the Government was in accordance with an absolute decree of the Government, 
and there could be no question of its being revoked. Thelr manager had only 
just got out, so that there had been no time to ascertain how many shares 
would be taken up in Brazil. The directors bad full con ‘dence in shares being 
taken there, and more would be taken in this country. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired whether those who had paid up tn full on allot. 
ment would be entitled to interest upon the difference between the calls pald on 
the other shares and the amount of the fully paid shares? —-Mr. WEBR exe 
plained that the prospectus held out no offer cf interest, and the Articles did not 
authorise expressly its payment, 

The CHAIRMAN said that the directors would be happy to meet the wishes of 
the shareholders on the point, but it was obviously a question which, not being 
referred to in the Articles of Association, the shareholders would have to deter- 
mine by resolution ; nothing could be done at the present meeting. 

Mr. GREAME asked whether any approximate estimate had been formed as to 
what money would be required vo bring the collieries into a paying state ? — 
The CHAIRMAN said they had had several estimates, one of which was 35,0001., 
but they had made several reductions, and it would probably be not much more 
than half that sum. This was a matter upon which it was impracticable to 
give a satisfactory opinion at the present meeting.

THE RUSSIA COPPER COMPANY, 


The first ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 

Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, on Thursday, 
The Right Hon, Toomas EMERSON H#ADLAM, M.P., in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN said the meeting was in reality only of a formal 
character, but it fortunately happened that immediately before it 
was summoned his friend and colleague, Capt. Beaumont, arrived 
back to this country, after having inspected the property, Tho name 
of the company, he believed, conveyed rather an erroneous impres- 
sion—it was not a mining company in the ordinary acceptation of 
the term, the truth being the company had acquired a very large and 
magnificent estate upon which there is great mineral wealth ; these 
were not ordinary mines, but more nearly resembled the ironstone 
mines in the Cleveland district ; the great expense of sinking shafts 
was unnecessary, while thete was a certainty of obtaining very large 
quantities of copper ore—indeed, boundless quantities, the only limit 
being the price of labour and the state of the copper market. They 
had 450,000 acres of Jand, with valuable deposits of copper ore exist- 
ing nearly over the whole of it. All this land was capable of culti- 
vation ; it was covered with wood of a very valuable description, and 
was susceptible to a boundless degree of improvement in point of 
agriculture and cattle stocking. As facilities of locomotion extended 
it was scarcely possible to put too great a value upon the property, 
Capt, Beaumont’s report completely verified that of Capt. Rickard, 
upon which they acted—there were the facilities for obtaining copper, 
and for raising it at the price Capt, Rickard stated—therefore, the 
profits depended upon the price of the produce in the market. As 
to wood, there was not the slightest reason why they could not cut 
down any quantity they could sell. As to the farming, there was a 
large portion of the land under plough, although it had not been at 
all{developed. Orders had been sent out to purchase cattle. From 
these sources they looked for as large a profit as anticipated, but 
whether they would be realised this year was somewhat doubtful, 
The harvest season did not commence till September, and, therefore, 
it was now in active operation. The machinery sent out had arrived 
by this time, by the aid of which the country would be developed to 
an extent never known before, He saw no reason to anticipate any 
serious difficulties other than those inseparable from the develop- 
ment of an extensive property of this description, With respect to 
the climate, they were going to send out meteorological instruments 
for obtaining accurate information upon that subject; but to his 
mind an idea of the climate was conveyed by the fact that good oak, 
lime, and pine trees were grown. They found there was no un- 
healthiness—the latitude was very nearly the same as in this coun- 
try—consequently there was no reason to apprehend that there would 
be any difficulty in growing corn to an unlimited extent, and breed- 
ing cattle and stock of all descriptions. He looked upon this pro- 
perty with very great interest ; it was impossible to say what it may 
become at the expiration of a few years, They had an estate con- 
taining a population of 13,000 souls—they heard of no crime, no law- 
less bands, the population living upon the property apparently per- 
fectly satisfied with their lot, Everything had been established ready 
for an active and vigorous course of mining aud farming operations, 
In Capt. Rickard they had a thoroughly reliable manager, and they 
possessed a property capable of constant and continual development, 
with facilities of locomotion increasing day by day. The dividend 
paid in June would, there was every reason to believe, be quite as 
much as any reasonable man could expect at the end of the first nine 
months, but that would be only an index for the future, and go on 
increasing. Every effort would be made by the directors to do the 
best for the development of the property, and he had no doubt the 
result would be satisfactory to all concerned. (Hear, hear.) 

A SHAREHOLDSR had been told that the property was worth ouly 51. per share, 
and that the difference between that and 10l. per share had passed into the 
pocket of a middle man, for getting up the company. 

The CHAPRMAN said the value of the property was a question upon which per- 
sons were perfectly competent to differ. Personally, he was satisfied with its 
value, and upon two bases—the report of Mr. Taylor (Messrs. John Taylor and 
Sons), and that of Capt. Rickard. Upon those documents he came to the con- 
clusion that the property was worth the amount pald for it. He remained of 
the same opinion, and if he had the same thing to do over agala he should be 
prepared to complete the purchase upon the same terms. Hts own conviction 
was that time would prove he was right. He had not the slightest idea that 
the property could have been bought for a less sum--the offer was made upon 
those terms, and they bad the bases to which he had referred for supposing it 
was a good offer, They had amply sufficient grounds for purchasing it, and (hey 
were perfectly satistied with everything that had occurred in respect to it since 
the formation of the company. 

Mr. JOHN TAYLOR was perfectly willing to answer any question with regard 
tothiscompany, He might mention that he was notin London when the basis 
of the purchase was concluded, Sometime since the property was purchased by 
two of his friends—Mr. Lancaster and Mr. Brogden. In the first instauce they 
consulted him with regard to its purchase, and it was purchased upon his re- 
commendation. They carried on its working for some time, and never contem. 
plated selling it, havirg the highest opluton of it, as they had at the present 
time. He (Mr. Taylor) offered to Join them ; he did not pretend to say that the 
amount paid by them was the price this company gave for it, buta great deal 
of money had been expended upon it, sums which the original purchasers did 
not anticipate, Circumstances arose which induced each of the owners to be de- 
sirous eitber of selling one-half or purchasing one-half, so that either might 
become sole proprietor. For that option one of bis friends offered 10,0001., and 
afterwards a further sum of 50001. was paid. Subsequently these parties arranged 
for finding the money to purchase the property through what was kuown as a 
financial agent—he (Mr. Taylor) believed that was the term given for gentle- 
men who undertook to find capital to purchase and work properties. Long be- 
fore a company was thought of, he (Mr. Taylor) had put in writing that the 
property was worth 300,000. He did not say if he bad to drivea bargain that 
he would not have tried to have got it cheaper. Neither his brother nor himself 
had anything to do with the bargain ; he was, however, prepared to stand by 
his statement—that the property was worth 300,0001. ; andif the money in hand 
were judiciously expended they wou!d possess a very splendid property, which 
would be very largely remunerative to the shareholders for a vast number of 
years. Messrs. Lancaster and Brogden told his brother and himself (Mr. Taylor) 
that as they had been put toa great deal of trouble their fee should be 2000 
guineas, and he (Mr. Taylor) was desirous that this fact should be known,

They had magnificent water-power, and a furnace 
ready to go to work, and apparently weil placed for the purposes intended, 
There was, however, at preseut one drawback—they had not had that full and 
ample supply of labour anticipated. Theserfs had been liberated, and inasmuch 
as the fruits of the earth grew in abundance, with magnificent soil and cheap 
corn, having 1100 acres undergeultivation, villages, schools, &c., he had not the 
slightest fear upon the subject of labour, the more especially as the compauy 
possessed capital to expend in taking it there, Out of the the sum of 60,0001, 
working capital, some might be advantageously expended in that direction. It 
was lucky for them that since the formation of the company copper had im- 
proved in price from 12s, 3d. to 14s, 9d. per unit, from the change which had 
taken place in Chill, and itwas likely Russia would continue to be an importing 
country for copper, for it did not produce enough for its own purposes.

4 J. RoBeRTs (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting. 

The S armuan sald the mecting had been called in pursuance of 
the requisitions of the Joint Stock Companies Act, which required 
that a general meeting of shareholders should take place within four 
months of the formation of acompany. Had it not been for that 
imperative demand of the Act of Parliament it would have not have 
been necessary to assemble the shareholders, because of course the 
directors were not in a position to make that detailed business com- 
munication which it it would eventually be their duty to make 
when their affairs were more matured, In their case, it was fortu- 
nate the Legislature had insisted upon a meeting at so early a stage 
of the company’s existence, because it afforded the directors an op- 
portunity to make a few remarks with a view of dispelling those 
idle tales and rumours that were always circulated with regard to 
new undertakings, and from which theirs was not exempt, He un- 
derstood it had been said that an excessive price had been paid for 
the property—it was extremely difficult to agree with 10 per cent, 
or more of the value of common agricultural land, and that being 
the case, how much more difficult it was to place a value upon a pro- 
perty, which he might call a territory, of such a complicated de- 
scription as theirs—they were not only landed proprietors and vast 
mineral owners, but also traders in a very large way of business, 
He did not know whether any gentleman present would undertake 
the task of putting a value—a correct value—upon such a property, 
The directors had called in the aid of experienced gentleman—men 
of well-established reputation—to assist them in ascertaining what 
amount of money it would be prudent to pay for a property of this 
description, and the result of the advice from a firm of the highest 
reputation in the country was that it had been purchased at 50 per 
cent. less than their valuation, Therefore, every precaution had ben 
taken in ascertaining its value, althrough no doubt parties who had 
sold the property to the company were satisfied with their bargain ; 
and no doubt they had endeavoured to obtain as much for it as they 
could, and it would bave been a very extraordinary state of things 
if they had not done so, He hoped the vendors were satisfied, 
and he thought the shareholders had every reason to be equally so, 
When the prospectus was first brought to him, from having many 
engagements, he was not disposed to join the company, It was in- 
troduced to him by some old friends—gentlemen with whom he 
had been politically associated in Manchester, whose friendship he 
had been fortunate enough to obtain, and who were entitled to the 
confidence reposed in them ; they were men of the highest standing, 
of long experience in business, and of wealth and station in their 
district, He, therefore, felt that a scheme introduced by such gen- 
tlemen was worthy attention. From his antecedents he was unable 
to determine the accuracy of the calculations upon which the esti- 
mates were based, He was not engagedin commerce, and very little 
acquainted with mining property, and therefore was unable to bring 
the best judgement to bear, like men of long and varied experience ; 
but, looking at the vast extent of the property, and to the character 
of the men by whom the scheme was introduced, he connected him- 
self with the company, recommending it, as far as his humble name 
could recommend it, as a safe speculation, Asto the value of the 
property, that must depend upon the nature of the property, and the 
returns expected to be derived from it, If a safe and certain divi- 
dend were wanted, they knew where to go—to funded and landed 
property ; but if a better interest were required for the capital in- 
vested, there must be incurred some degree of commercial risk. They 
had promised the preference shareholders, whom they had iuvited to 
eubscribe 500,000/, dividends of 8 per cent. ; and if they expect a 
dividend at that rate there must be some appreciable amount of risk 
—that is, a commercial risk, The returns depended a greatdeal upon 
the purchase and the market price of the produce, There were other 
circumstances also affecting the position of the property: they had 
an enormous number of men collected together, who were sometimes 
subjected to influences disarranging the steady progress of the com- 
pany’s affairs; but he was happy to tell them that there need be no 
apprehension on that matter, for they had an orderly and respect- 
able body of men in their service. The directors considered it of the 
firat importance that the company should be upon terms of amicable 
and cordial relations with the army of people; their service—that 
industrious multitude who wero ministering to the company’s ad- 
vantage. The company had not run counter to the temper of the 
age, but had obtained the confidence of the people in their service. 
It was found they were willing to serve them if their demands were 
listened to, and conceding those that are reasonable ; he hoped no 
improper concessions had been made, nor any inconsistant with the 
interests of the shareholders. It had been said that the yield of the 
property was very much less than the public was led to believe. The 
company had not possessed the property for more than three months, 
and it was impossible within that limited period they could have ob- 
tained full information as to what were the actual resources of their 
vast property ; but actual figures would be much more satisfactory 
than avy speech he could deliver. He had in his hand a statement 
showing theresult of the last week for which they had returns (Nov, 18), 
which was as follows :— 

“Phe output of coal at the Blaina Works was 3690 tons; at the Nant-g-Glo 
Works, 4405 tous; and at the Beaufort Works, 2235 tons: total, 10,360 tons,’ 
They had as many orders as they could execute, and with the price 
of the produce at present highly favourable to their operations, That 
was the plain statement which the board had to make, without en- 
tering into any detailed account of the whole transactions of the 
company, which it would be highly inexpedient todo. Shareholders 
must depend upon the assiduity and intelligence of their board, and 
if they did not think them capable of undertaking the management 
of the company’s affairs the remedy was to appoint those who were ; 
but whosoever occupied the position must have the confidence of the 
shareholders, for it was absolutely impossible to conduct with suc- 
cess the affairs of an undertaking of such an enormous magnitude 
unless the executive had the full and generous confidence of the 
shareholders, and a liberal construction was put upon all they did. 
It might be said in an undertaking of this character that he was an 
unworthy Chairman, in reply to which all he could say was that he 
should not have presumed to occupy such a position unless associated 
with men eminently capable of instructing him in his duty, The 
general characteristic of those upon the board was that they were 
men of business and of unquestioned integrity; they had the advan- 
tage of being assisted by a most distinguished gentleman, Mr. Reed, 
the late Constructor of the Navy, whose great practical engineering 
experience had beeu of infinite value—(hear, hear)—and they had 
lately obtained the accession of Mr. Henry Bailey, than whom no one 
was more intimately acquainted with the property, or better able to 
advise as to its management. The board were deeply sensible of the 
vast responsibility they had undertaken, and they would endeavour 
to show their sense of that responsibility by a most assiduous atten- 
tion to the compapy’s affairs. They had already frequently visited 
the works ; he went himself once a fortnight, and spent several days 
upon the property, There was resident upon the works a managing 
dieester, whose indefatigable assiduity and compentency he could not 





speak of in too strong or exaggerated terms, It was to him (the 
Chairman) the greatest relief and satisfaction that such a diligent 
and intelligent superviser was always present on the spot to direct 
the company’s affairs, There was only one defect in their arrange- 
ments—they had not yet succeeded in finding a competent manager 
for the works. The directors had felt it was better that some delay 
should take place in this respect than that they should hastily com- 
mit themselves to a gentleman who might not be fully competent to 
perform the important duties of his position, They had been in ne- 
gociation with several gentlemen, and had been incessant in their 
enquiries, and he believed they would be ina position shortly to say 
that they had succeeded. He hoped before any lengthened period 
had elapsed they would have established at the works a managing 
director of high qualifications, who would be entitled to the confi- 
dence of the shareholders, He should be very happy to reply to any 
questions which it would be expedient to answer, and which any 
shareholder might think it was desirous to put. Having resumed 
his seat, and no enquiry being made, the Chairman again rose and 
said he was glad to find a disposition on the part of the shareholders 
not to prematurely enter on a discussion of the company’s affairs; and 
he should be gratified and a indeed if they would be content to 
wait until the board should have had time to prepare and submit a 
more detailed exposition of the affairs, and invite the shareholders’ 
opinion upon it. He hoped that for the present they would be satis- 
fied with his statement, hoping, as he believed he should, that at an 
early period he should be able to congratulate them upon the com- 
plete success of the undertaking. (Hear, hear.) 

A SHAREHOLDER sald the meeting could but thank the Chairman for his lueld 
spoech, and repose confidence in the board as at present constituted. If hemight 
hazard a suggestion, he hoped the board would publish a clear and lucid state- 
ment of accounts, that would be comprehensible to each shareholder. It would 
bo very satisfactory to ascertain that the 8 per cent. had been clearly earned. 
(Hear, hear.) He bad much pleasure in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chair- 
man and directors. (Hear, hear.) 

A SHARP SHOLDER had much pleasure in seconding that proposition. He had at- 
tended many meetings, but never one which had given him more satisfaction. 
The shareholders bad the greatest reason to place the fullest confidence in the 
board. (Hear, hear.) . 

A SHAREHOLDER had the greatest pleasure in supporting the proposition, and 
suggested that economy should be exercised in not having too many directors at 
high salaries, and not launch out too much in expenditure in new machinery, 
as had been the case in the Ebbw Vale Company, whose shares were a long way 
bclow par. The valucof a property grew through itssavings, There were many 
who were not preference shareholders. He did not hold any preference, but a 
considerable number of ordinary, and heshould be very glad to see his dividends 
come up to as much as snegrerenee which he thought could be done with busi- 
neea-like management,——The motion was put and carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN, having appropriately acknowledged the vote, said the ac- 
eounts would be prepared in a most minute and elaborate manner, in which the 
shareholders would have the fullest information that accounts could afford. 
(Hear, bear.) The board quite agreed with the last speaker, and discouraged 
all proposals to launch into unknown expenditure upon works which might 

rove to be useless. They were content with their works, which were cxcellent, 

hey had put them into proper repair, avoiding as much as possible entering 
into any new oxpenditure whatever, They had entered into no coutracts for 
new buildings or machinery. Their object was to be cautious in their expendi- 
ture upon new machinery, until they saw their way clear. ‘hey had avery ex- 
perienced gentleman on the spot—a man of very great experilence—who, as far 
as he could, supplied the want of a managing agent, The works wore managed 
with as much economy as was consistent with rendering them fairly produc- 
tive. (Hear, hear.) 

Tho meeting then terminated with the usual vote of thanks to the Chairman. 


RICHMOND CONSOLIDATED MINING COMPANY. 


The first general meeting of shareholders was held at. the Termi- 
nus Hotel, Cannon street yesterday,—Mr. J. Extror in the chair. 

Mr. T. Wesrsury Hatu (the secretary,) read the notice convening 
the meeting, 

The report of Professor Fisuzr (late Professor of Chemistry, 
Mining, &c., University of California) stated that so large is the 
amount of ore in sight, and so much has it of late increased in value, 
that there is every reason to believe that under a judicious and ener- 
getic management, the property of the “ Richmond Mining Com- 
pany’s may ere long be made as productive (in proportion to the 
number of furnaces in blast), and is now the adjoining property of the 
“ Eureka Mining Company.” The Eureka Company (with five fur- 
naces) has been of late paying a monthly dividend of fifty thousand 
dollars (50,000 dols), and, it is understood, has in its treasury at the 
present writing a surplus of more than one hundred thousand dollars 
100,000 dols.) 

The report of Professor Cuarton, M.E., stated that the special 
facts illustrating the character of the mine in all its commercial 
aspects have been so well reported by Mr. Keyes, and are now being 
so thoroughly and ably workod up by Professor Fisher, that it is 
entirely unnecessary for him to enter into that part of the subject. 
The well known character and ability of those gentlemen, aided by 
a varied and extensive experionee in mining affairs, are a sufficient 
guarantee that their work has been well and thoroughly done, and 
needs no addition from me. He would remark incidentally in this 
connection that the commercial value of a mine docs not depend upon 
the form of the lode or its geological situation, but upon the extent and value 
ofits ores. ‘‘True fissure veins” are as barren of ore as any other class of 
deposits. In fact, so far as his own observation has enabled him to judge, the 
“true fissure” veins, carrying rich deposits of ore, are exceptional. The 
most productive mines in the Pacific States(if not in the world) are “contact” 
veins, ‘“‘ bed ” veins, and “irregular” deposits in particular zones of country 
rocks, forming ‘‘ Stock Work” Mines. The most valuable mines are those that 
give the largest quantity of rich ore.

REMARKS.—The month of November has closed upon us with all 
our markets in a satisfactory condition. The advance during the 
progress of the month in many metals has been very considerable, 
and there is every reason to believe that it will be maintained, and 
as regards some metals that a yet further improvement may be looked 
for, It is most sincerely to be desired that rash-and illegitimate 
speculation may not interfere with the steady development of business, for 
so surely as prices are forced beyond their legitimate figure there must bea 
reaction, the severity of which will be In proportion to the height at which 
prices bave ranged previous to the collapse. The reduction of Bank rateof 4 per 
cent, on Thursday last tends to ald the speculative feeling upon which we have 
been commenting, and we trust that the experience of the past may not be lost 
sight of with reference to tho future, : 

CopprEer.—During the early part of the week this metal was com- 
paratively neglected. Prices remained firm, but the market was quiet. 
Advices were received of charters to the extent of 2700 tons from 
Chili. This quantity was not considered in excess of what might 
have been expected ; and a gradual increased firmness became per- 
ceptible, and to-day it was reported that important transactions 
are taking place, and that prices are likely to advance. If we look upon the 
prices at which copper has stood during past years, and consider how largely 
this metal is used all over the world, and then refer to statistics of supplies, and 
gather up all the information that can beobtained regarding the position of the 
various copper markets in the world, it would appear more than highly pro- 
bable that an important change may take place at any moment in the valueand 
position of this metal: 781, has been offered and refused for Chill bars. Yellow 
metal participates in the improvement which is observable in the copper market, 
and prices may, ere long, be considerably in advance of present quotations. 

Inon.— When prices rise with great rapidity, and the rise is caused 
by speculation, it is not unusual to witness a reaction, and just in pro- 
portion as the market has been stimulated beyond its legitimate po- 
sition so it frequently falls to a point considerably below that which 
it is entitled to occupy. But, on the other hand, when the rise in 
price, though considerable and rapid, has been steady and continu- 
ous, and js owing, for the most part, to great increased consumption, there is 
every probability of prices being maintained. This isthe case with regard to 
our iron market at the present time. From all parts of the United Kingdom, 
when fron is wrought or the raw material obtained, activity prevails, A diffi- 
culty is experienced not only in obtaining a sufficiency of ore or pigs with which 
to turn out finished tron, but labour, and more especially skilled labour, is scarce, 
This being so, the men once more find themselves in a position to demand in- 
creased wages, and there is a great probability that as higher prices are given 
for ores and pigs, and enhanced wages conceded to the men, that a yet further 
advance, equivalent, it is thought by some, to 21. per ton will be established in 
the various descriptions of finished tron. It might have been expected that 
with a higher rate of wages the men would have been stimulated to yet fur- 
ther exertion, and that thus the out-turn would have been increased. But this 
is not likely to be thecase, for as higher wages are given there is less disposition 
shown on the part of the men to work, They stick to it until they have made 
enough to meet the family necessities, and then they prefer ease to labour, 
and refuse to do more. Thusthe public reap no part of the benefit which re- 
sults from what might have proved a benefit toall, In North Staffordsbire it 
is reported thatthe men havo already given notice of demand for increased 
wages, which, if obtained, will probably cause a general rise throughout the 
trade. In Wales a rise in the price of bars has again been effected, quotations 
being for merchant bars at the works 71.158. to8l, perton. Railsstand at about 
71.108. Staffordshire descriptions rule about 10s, to 20s. higher. 

In the North of = the pig-iron market continues very strong, and prices 
have advanced slightly since last week, Sellers are unwilling to commit them- 
selves to contracts for deliveries of large quantities in the face of the multiplied 
enquiries which reach them, and they look for yet higher prices. For all de- 
scriptions of merchant fron there is a good enquiry at advanced figures. Mid- 
diesborough pigs are quoted—No, 1, 68s. ; No. 3, 608.; No. 4, 59s, 

From Scotland we learn that the pig-iron market is steady. A considerable 
business has been done in warrants at 68s. to 69s., and prices are still tending 
in sellers’ favour. As the winter approaches the shipments of pig-iron natu- 
rally show a falling of, but still as compared with the shipments for the corre- 
sponding week last year there is a decrease of nearly 5000 tons , The total in-

So far as it is possible from the present data to form an opinion with regard to 
the future, it would appear that an enormous business in iron of all descriptions 
is to be expeeted for some time to come. Every effort will, without doubt, be 
made to meet the demand, and in time it is quite ible that the supply will 
suffice, but at present, and for some time to come, it would appear that we may 
expect to look for a continuance of present prices, if not for higher quotations, 

LEAD,—Up to the present time this metal has not kept pace with 
the improvement which is to be noticed in other metals, There are, 
however, indications of firmness, and sellers are less disposed to listen 
to concessions in price, and for the moment buyers do not appear prepared to 
advance their limits. Improved reports from the China market would very soon 
raise the price here, inasmuch as the demand in other quarters is sufficient of 
itself to afford stability to the market, 

SPELTER,—There is not much change to report, Prices for both 
foreign and English hard spelter are firm, 

T1n.—There has again been a further advance In the prices of 
both English and foreign, and a considerable amount of business 
has been effected. The value of English blocks is 155/., and bars 
1561., which is unprecedentedly high. At the same time it does not 
appear to make any impression on the demand, which for the pur- 
poses of trade continues much as usual. 

TIN-PLATES.—In consequence of the repeated advances which

Ashburner, whocarefully examined the books at the time of his visit to the pro- 
perty, having averaged about $16 per ton, The cost of milling and mining has 
not Z the past exceeded $5 per ton, but during greater part of the time wages 
and supplies were very much higher than at present, The future expenses of 
working are estimated by Hon. J. Ross Browne and the Mining Bureau of the 
Pacific not to exceed $4 perton, The lowest value evor placed upon the low 
grade unselected ore, taken indiscriminately from wall to wall, was $8 per ton, 
while it is safe to calculate that the richer strata of $20, $30, $10, and $100 ore, 
frequently met with, will ensure an average equal at least to that of the past.

COLLIERY ACCIDENTS—FALLS OF ROOF AND COAL, 


That the frequency of explosions in collieries is dependent, at least 
in a great measure, upon the principle of working has been shown in 
the paper of Mr, THoMAS JosEPH, of which we published an abstract 
in the Supplement to the Mining Journal of Nov, 18, and there is 
little doubt that it is to the principle of working that the great dis- 
crepancy in the different districts in the number of casualties from 
other causes will ultimately be traced. The number of deaths re- 
sulting from falls of roof and coal in collieries is greater than from 
explosions of fire-damp, yet because the deaths from falls take place 
one or two at a time the public take but little notice of them. The 
subjoined valuable table has been prepared for us by a correspondent 
deeply interested in the prevention of colliery accidents, and may 
lead the way to the discovery of the principle of dealing with roofs 
which practice has shown best calculated to avoid unnecessary loss of 
life. Itisan analysis of the death rate from falls of roof and coal in 
the collieries of Great Britain during the seven years ending 1870 :—

Most of the readers of the Journal are aware that in all districts 
except Northumberland and Durham the miners set their own props 
—that is to say, they work and fill the coal and support the roof at 
so much per ton; the result may be that the collier runs the risk of 
the roof falling rather than leave off the more profitable work of 
getting coal, and thus many accidents may happen. In Northum- 
berland and Durham the owner employs deputies or men specially to 
put up props; these men are experienced, and so both can set up the 
wood better, and know better how to set it. Of course, in both cases 
the master is required to pay for setting wood, because if the colliers 
set up wood they must be paid for it in one way or another, but the 
chances are that the collier will run greater risks in the one way than 
the other, because for the most part such propping is only needed to 
support the roof while he is working under it, and after he has passed 
the place it is no longer necessary. The tables seem to bear out the 
idea that the Durham plan is the best, for it will be seen that even 
in East Scotland, the safest district amongst those in which the men 
set their own props, the safety is more than 30 per cent, less, whilst 
in Yorkshire, the Midland district, North Staffordshire, and West 
Scotland the deaths from falls are twice as numerous as in Durham, 
and in the other districts they are thrice as numerous, The subjoined 
are the special rules bearing upon timbering and props which have 
been adopted in the several districts : — 


SPECIAL RULES AS TO TIMBERING AND PROPS. 


(1.) NORTHUMBERLAND.—It is the duty of the deputies (acting under the 
orders of the overman) to have the props and timber conveyed into the work- 
ings, and to sect the same for the safety of the workmen, and to see that the 
supply be renewed as often as necessary ; and if in the absence of a deputy any 
place requires additional timber, the hewer is not to continue his work, but to 
leave his place, and to find the deputy, for the purpose of having the requisite 
timber set. 

(2.) SouTH DURHAM (Wingate Grange).—Deputies to timber every working 
place sufficiently, and to report any deficient supply of timber to the overman, 

+ « « « Hewers are requested to report any default in this respect to the 
overman. 

(3.) NORTH AND EAST LANCASHIRE.—Work persons . . . . shall when 
necessary set sprags during holing, and shall when necessary securely prop the 
roof of bis place; and if upon application to the underlooker or fireman be shall 
not be provided with sufficient sprags he shall cease working, and report the 
same to the manager at the office. 

(4.) WEST LANCASHIRE AND NORTH WALES.—Ditto, 

(5.) YORKSHIRE (Baildon Moor),—The miners must bulld good pack-walls, 
and set a sufficient quantity of props for safely supporting the roof, and add to 
them or renew them when necessary, or when told by the underground viewer 
or the deputy. The method of holing or baring the coal or mineral shall be 
ordered by the underground viewer or the deputy; and the miners must set a 
short prop or sprag at least every 2 yards, to prevent the undermined coal or 
minerals from falling unexpectedly. 

(6.) DERBY.—Miners: ‘he stallmen shall build pack-walls, and set a suffi- 
client quantity of props for safely supportiug the roofs in their stalls and roads. 
They shall see that the packs are well built, and that sufficient props are set for 
safely supporting the roof, and the props must be renewed as often as necessary, 
or whenever ordered by the underviewer or deputy. . . . . The stalimen 
must require props or sprags to be set every 2 yards before commencing holing, 
and the stallmen and miners are strictly ordered to attend to and enforce this 
rule, When the stall ls at work one of the stallmen must always be in the stall 
to look after the work, and in the absence of the underviewer or his deputy he 
or they shall be responsible for the safety of the stall. 

(7.) NORTH STAFFORDSHIRE.—Chartermasters, underlookers, and firemen 

+ + « « shall cause the roof in the working places of the men to be secured, 
+ « + « Gnd shall cause sprags to be set whilst men are holing, in no case to ex- 
ceed 6 ft, apart, but oftener when near a loose end or tender coal. Every work- 
man shall secure the roof of the place where he may work by props er other 
means, . . « . and sball set sprags whilst holing at distances of not more 
than 6 ft. apart, and oftener If necessary, and if upon application to the charter- 
master, underlooker, or fireman he shall not be provided with sufficient props 
for that purpose he is to cease working, and report the same at the colliery 
office, and in case of his complaint being substantiated he shall be paid for his 
time lost by so doing. 

(8.) SouTH STAFFORDSHIRE.—The term stallmen shall include all persons 
contracting with the manager to getor delivercoal . . . . whether the 
coal be worked in stalls or in anyother manner, The stallmen shall build pack- 
walls, and set & sufficient quantity of props for safely supporting the roof in 
their stalls and roads. . . . . The stalimen must require props or sprags to 
be ret every 2 yards before commencing holing. 

(9.) MONMOUTH, &c.—Every man must attend to the safety of his work, and 
in every place when several men are at work one of them shall be selected by 
the overman to attend to the general safety of the working place. He shall pay 
particular attention at all times to the state of the roof, and see that the timber 
and sprags are set in the best possible manner. 

(10.) SouTH WALES (Dowlais).—In every place where several men are at work 
the overman shall select one of them to take charge of and be more especially 
responsible for the safety of the working place. Kvery workman shall supply 
himself from the stock at the colliery, and put up a sufficient quantity of pit 
timber to keep bis vipa 4 in a fit state to work therein, 

(11.) EAST SCOTLAND.— Whether the colliery operations shall be conducted 
by the “Jong wall’’ or ‘‘ stoop and room ”’ systems, a sufficient number of suit- 
able props shall be selected and set up by the colliers in those parts of the works

Some years ago the Prosper United Mines wer

This the Registrar very properly allowed ; but the V 
Warden, contrary as well to Stannary custom as also to the inte 
of Stannary adventures, adjudged that Mr. PALMER wag not enti 
to be paid, and on the startling grounds that his claim had no le 
foundation in contract, either express or implied, apart from custo 
that the applicability of the custom was disputed; and that theo 
rested on Mr, PALMER to prove the custom, which he had failed 
do, Such a judgment would, if acquiesced in, have dealt a dea 
blow to cost-book adventure, for the only counterpoise to the u 
mited liability of such adventures is the power and right which. 
adventurer has of forfeiting his interest, and determining his liabi 
at any moment by relinquishment. Such power to relinquish is, wi 
out doubt, the very life and spirit of cost-book adventure, and Ww 
out it such adventures must fall into rapid desuetude. Without 
linquishment the Cost-book System cannot successfully compete 
the joint-stock principle of unlimited liability, 

Fortunately for Cornwall and its mines, Mr. PALMER appea 
from the adverse judgment of the Vice- Warden to the Lord Ward 
who invoked the assistance of the Lords Justices, who ultima 
sent the case, with three specific issues, down to Cornwall, to be tr 
by a Cornish jury. The issues were—1, Whether or not it is theo 
tom of mining in the county of Cornwall that an adventurer in 
company worked upon the Cost-book System is entitled, upon 
relinquishment of his shares therein, and upon discharging his pi 
portion of the liabilities of the company at that date, to be paid 
share of the then value of all engines, machinery, tools, tackles, m 
terials, ores, halvans, and other appurtenances on or belonging to 
mine?—2. Whether or not, if he is entitled as aforesaid, the sh 
is, according to the custom, payable to him immediately upon 
relinquishment, or at some subsequent period, and if the latter, 
what period ?—3, Whether or not, if he is entitled as aforesaid, 
is, according to the custom, entitled to be paid by contributions fra 
the continuing adventurers, after the assets have been exhausted 
payment of the debts for the mine, being in account of labour 
materials, or only out of the residue of the assets, if any, after P 
ment of the said debts? 

After a protracted trial, during which many of the leading pur 
in Cornwall gave evidence, all the above issues were emphatic 
found by the jury in the affirmative, a verdict which we receive wi 
very much pleasure, not only because it is, according to our expe 
ence, consistent, and in accordance with Stannary custom, but a 
because it tends to preserve such customs for the benefit of succee 
ing generations. 

We deplore that the doubt as to the existence of relinquishme 
should have been started, and so persistently entertained, by 
learned Vice-Warden—a functionary upon whom we all rely fo 
careful guardianship and correct promulgation of Stannary custon 
It appears, however, that as the Vice- Warden has allowed a nons 
to be entered, the matter may be again litigated, if so, we urge ups 
Mr. PALMER'S advisers to be-prepared with a better and more auth 
ritative argument, by the citation of cases or otherwise, than th 
advanced during the late trial of this very important case, 
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RAILWAY IRON IN RUSSIA, 


The demand for English railway iron in Russia, which gave su 
animation to the iron trade some two years since, has experienced 
very considerable decline of late, the exports of this description 
iron to Russia in October having been only 5630 tons, while ia Octob 
1870, they were 10,196 tons, and in October, 1869, 50,607 tons. i 
the first ten months of this year the exports were 75,028 tons, again 
204,005 tons in the corresponding period of 1870, and 247,278 tons 
the corresponding period of 1869. This comparison exhibits a ve 
marked falling off in the openings presented for our railway iron 
Russia ; and as the imports of Belgian iron into Russia have not be 
very great, we are forced to the inference that the production of ird 
in Russia itself is considerably increasing. In most of the rece 
railway concessions granted by the CzAR’s Government the conce 
sionary companies are required to purchase the iron which they m 
need in Russia itself, and this stipulation appears to have produc 
a marked effect upon the shipments of railway iron from this coun! 
to Russia this year. There has been plenty of railway constructia 
going on in Russia, but the Russians do not seem to want Engli 
iron as they formerly did. That appears to be a tolerably well es 
blished fact, and, instead of the consumption showing any sympton 
of revival, the figures for September and October were about 
worst of any two months for the whole year. j

LINCOLNSHIRE IRON TRADE.—The increasing demand for pig-iron 
is leading to the development of the ores in all parts of the kingdom 
to an extent that could scarcely have been anticipated a couple of 
years ago, even by the most sanguine person interested. The most 
recently discovered of our ironstone fields is now progressing at a 
truly astonishing rate,so that ina very short time there is every appearance 
that the present production will be doubled. In addition to the increasing re- 
quirements of the Lincolushire ore to mix with others, a considerable number 
of furnaces are either in course of construction or about to be commenced. On 
Monday last the Frodingham Company lighted a new iron-cased furnace, and 
the first casting was made on Tuesday. The furnace will be capable of produc- 
ing about 700 tons of pig a month. The same company have another furnace 
being put up. The Messrs. Dawes have three furnaces near to Scunthorpe Sta- 
tion, but at present they have only two in blast. The firm, however, are now 
earn up four more, all of which will be put in blast when completed. The 

orth Lincolnshire Company have their large furnace at work. A new com- 
pany has just been started to work the ore under very favourable auspices. It 
is proposed to erect three furnaces close to the Scunthorpe Station, the site to 
be found by Mr. R. WINN, M.P., the lessor of the minerals, who provides the 
ore required at a very moderate price. Near to Gainsborough offers were made 
a short time since to erect extensive works that would give employment to several 
hundreds of men ; but, owing to the opposition of one of the landowners, the 
scheme had to be abandoned for the present. As it is, there is every probability 
that the present number of blast-furnaces in North Lincolnshire will be more 
than doubled next year—a fact which augurs well for the great success of that 
important miniug district. 








REPORT FROM SOUTH LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE. 


Nov. 30.—In Iron prices continue firm, and very high rates are 
quoted in many instances, but these are scarcely so numerous as they 
have been hitherto. The manufacturers of finished iron complain 
that the supply of pig-irou is considerably below the demand, al- 


though all the works in the district are in full swing, and large quan- |- 


tities are being imported. The scarcity of labour, combined with 
the irregular habits of the men, is giving some of our colliery pro- 
prietors great difficulty in meeting their orders, and there are many 
indications that the colliers are well aware that they can have a great 
deal of their own way. In the town of Wigan alone the number of prosecutions 
under the Masters and Servants Act—of course other trades beside that of coal 
are included—has during the past year exceeded the aggregate of at least five 
years previously. Two cases are talked about, in which the men have delibe- 
rately mutinied below ground, and have caused much loss to their employers, 
In one instance there was eome derangement in the signalling gear, there was, 
in consequence, a short supply of empty tubs, and nearly the whole of the hands 
ceased work soon after 9 o’clock in the morning, and insisted upon being brought 
to the surface, The looker-on refused to comply with the demand, and several 
of the colliers then pushed past him, and got possession of the cage. The other 
case is even worse than this; it occurred at the Lindsay Pits, one of the largest 
collieries in the district. A main roadway became blocked with tubs, and the 
men refused to clear it. The officers of the mine in vain attempted to maintain 
order, and the mutineers had succeeded in obtaining control of the cage, and 
about a score had been wound out, when the underlooker arrived, and after 
much difficulty succeeded in asserting bis authority. In both instances prose- 
cutions before the magistrates followed, and penalties were imposed. Such oc- 
currences had previously been altogether unknown in the district, and they have 
excited much attention. 

For several weeks there have come from various parts of the dis- 
trict rumours of dissatisfaction as to the rate of colliers’ wages, but 
until a few days ago there were no signs that a general movement 
amongst the men was imminent, Ata meeting in Bolton, on Mon- 
day, attended by delegates from the Rochdale, Bury, Bolton, Farn- 
worth, and Kearsley districts, the matter was, however, discussed in 
a spirit anything but conciliatory. It was stated that during the past 
five or six years wages bad been reduced at various times; that notwithstanding 
recent advances, the rate of pay at present was still 5 per cent. below what it 
was in 1867; and that the colliery masters having increased the price of coal in 
Lancashire 1s. 3d. per ton, were in as good a position, and were a3 well able to 
pay the higher rate, as they were in 1867. A resolution was passed, to the effect 
that the men would not rest satisfied until they were paid as they were four 
years ago, and arrangements were made for commencing an agitation through- 
out the districts, so as to secure united action. At the same meeting the desir- 
ability of introducing an eight-hbours system at Lancashire collieries was ad- 
vocated, and resolutions, urging upon the Government to proceed without delay 
with a Mines Bill, and expressing dissatisfaction with the Criminal Threats 
Amendment Act, were passed. i : 

A case of considerable interest to colliery proprietors and engineers, 
to which I referred a few weeks ago, has been decided. It arose out 
of a fire at the Land Vale Collieries, near Ormskirk, and Mr. Watkin, 
mining engineer, of Pemberton, sought to recover from the proprietor 
of the colliery 37/. 16s, 1ld. for services rendered. Mr. Watkin re- 
tired from the work in consequence, as he alleged, of the interference 
of another engineer, and he declined to furnish a written report, on 
the ground that he was not disposed \o allow another engineer to benefit by his 
experience. The Judge of the County Court has decided that the alleged inter- 
ference was not sufficient to justify the plaintiff retiring; that the report was 
intended to be in writing; that it was an entire contract, und not divisible; and 
that before the plaintiff could recover be must show that he had fully performed 
it. This he had not done, and a nonsuit was therefore entered. 

The contract price in the tender of Messrs. Banks, Thornton, and 
Garside, of Bolton and Halifax, for the construction of the new station at Pres- 
ton, is 65,001. Contracts have yet to be entered into which will bring the out- 
lay, I am informed, to at least 120,0001., and will result in making the station 
one of the largest in the North of England. * S 

The enquiry as to the Hindley Green Colliery explosion was resumed 
yesterday. Several of the men who were below ground when the disaster oc- 
curred gave evidence, and the underlooker was cross-examined at great length. 
The inquest was further udjourned, in order that Fairclough, the fireman who 
was in charge of the party engaged in firing shots, and who was very severely 
injured, may attend, and that the Government Inspector for the district may 
make another examination of the workings. 

As Iclose my report the news reaches me that at a meeting of the 
West Lancashire Coal Association, yesterday, it was resolved to advance the 
wages of colliers 5 percent, fromJan. 1 next. This, with the 10 per cent. ad- 
vance to the men on October | last, brings the wages up to the highest rate ever 
paid, and removes the ground of complaint referred to by the delegates of the 
miners at their meeting in Bolton, 








REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Nov, 29,—The Pig-Iron Market has been quiet and steady during 
the past week, without much changeinvalue. Warrants have been 
freely dealt in from 68s, to 69s., and any changes in makers’ iron are 
in an upward direction. To-day the market opened firmly at 68s. 6d. 
cash, and a good business was done up to 69s. cash, and 69s. 6d. one 
month, closing with sellers at these prices, and buyers offering 3d.

The high price of Iron, and its prospective increased consumption 
and demand, seem to be stimulating the inventive genius of those 
engaged in the trade, and we have this week to notice a patented 
process by a townsman, for extracting and recovering the iron of 
waste slag, We may also notice that the Messrs, Adie, of Langloan 





Ironworks, have leased the minerals in the Blairadam estate, situated 
near Cowdenheath, Lanarkshire, and are about to commence boring, 
with the view of working the minerals without delay. 

: The makers of Malleable Iron seem now caught in a tide which, 
if continned for any length of time, is likely to “lead on to fortune.” 
Everybody seems wanting finished iron—bar, angle, plate, every 
kind ; and the smaller makers are refusing to sel! unless at an ad- 
vance of 5s,perton. Before very many days elapse, therefore, higher 
prices are expected to be demanded by the trade for all kinds of 
manufactured iron, During the week several important orders for 
large vessels have been taken at Glasgow, Port-Glasgow, and Greenock ; 
and ship iron is being contracted for the summer of next ycar. Mal- 
leable workers are already talking of another—the third—advance 
on their wages ; and the iron-moulders, engineers, plumbers, and cop- 
persmiths are either agitating for an advance or a reduction in their 
hours of labour, without a corresponding reduction in their pay. So 
that a very considerable advance may have to be paid by consumers 
of the manufactured article before the year is closed. 

The demand for coal is better this week, which has had the effect 
of stiffening prices of shipping, manufacturing, and household qua- 
lities. The quantities sent foreign and coastwise for the week just 
ended amounted to 34,528 tons, against 31,037 tons in the corre- 
sponding week of last year. The very favourable state of the trade 
has, of course, attracted the attention of the miners, who have in 
some districts of Lanarkshire had their wages advanced to 6s. per 
day of eight hours, or 7s, per day of ten hours, In districts wherea 
lower scale is paid deputations have been dispatched to wait upon 
their managers or masters, with the view of having their wages 
raised to the rates paid elsewhere. They are meeting with a shyness 
on the part of the masters generally, but the latter cannot afford to 
face a strike at the present time, and so the colliers are likely to gain 
their point. 

On Monday, we had a Conference of the Organised Miners of Scot- 
land, at which Mr. McDonald attended, and gave his advice, The following 
were the conclusions at which they arrived :— 

1. Agreed,—That a petition should be presented to Parliament praying that 
a Bill should be introduced during the ensuing session providing a more efficient 
system of mine inspection. 

2. Agreed,—To memoralise the Home Secretary to bring in a Bill to repeal 
certain obnoxious clauses of the Criminal Amendment Act affecting the work- 
ing of the Trades Unions. 

8. Agreed,—That intimation should be given to the employers to the effect 
that the men intended to commence working on the elght-hours system ou 
Jan, 1 next, and that the time shall count from bank to bauk, 

4. Agreed,—That the miners throughout Scotland should agitate in their 
various districts for the establishment of Boards of Conciliation and Arbitra- 
tion.—Mr. McDonald stated that measures were in progress for the establishment 
of a Board of Arbitration in Fife, and he had every hope of Its being carried. 

A “mutual improvement” meeting of collier managers is to take 
place this evening (Dec. 2) at Motherwell. A meeting of this kind, properly 
conducted, may prove of the greatest consequence to the managers themselves, 
to the men under their charge, their employers, and the whole community, . We 
hope it may prove a success. . , 

At Airdrie, Mr. Sheriff Logie-has just pronounced judgment ina 
case under the Mines Inspection Act, brought by the Procurator-Fiseal against 
James Nimmo and Co., coalmasters, Slamannan, Two penalties of 201. each 
were asked to be imposed on the respondents—tbe first in respect that they had 
failed to provide an adequate brake to the winding-engine of their No, 1 Pit, 
Longrigg; and the second in respect that they had not employed a bottomer in 
the sald pit, to take charge of the loads put on the cage, and give the necessary 
signals to the pithead. The sheriff found both charges proved, and for the first 
imposed the modified fine of 5/., and for the second the full penalty of 201, No- 
tice of appeal has been given by respondents, 

A company has been formed in Glasgow to work the large deposits 
of iron ore existing in and around Mount Washington, the State of Ohio, Mr, 
Archibald Baird, manager of the Quarter Ironworks, Glasgow, bas left to take 
the entire management of the works, and Mr. Wm, Rennie, of the same place, 
is to follow in the capacity of general manager.

REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND, 


Nov. 30.—Trade generally in this district is very active, In all de- 
partments of the iron industry great animation is observable, and we 
are glad to find that our predictions of a few months back are being 
fully realised, and that business is so brisk, and prospects of its con- 
tinuance during the wianterso favourable, Inthe finished iron branches 
manufacturers are well off for orders, and in many cases the quan- 
tity of work in hand unexecuted is sufficient to keep the machinery 
in full operation for several months to come, For rails the masters 
are in possession of contracts to keep them steadily occupied for the 
remainder of the winter, and the probability of an active demand for 
spring manufacture for the construction of the numerous projected 
railways at home and abroad is encouraging. Rails are now quoted 
at 7/7. 53, to 71. 103, per ton. In the plate trade the same briskness 
characterises it as was noted by usinour last report. All makers of 
this class of iron are fully supplied with orders to last them the 
greater portion of the coming year—indeed, it is diffcult to place 
new specification for execution, except for delivery at the latter part of 1872, 
Quotations for ship-plates range from 101, to 111. per ton; for boiler-plates, 
111. 5s. to 111. 15s, per ton. The plate-mill at the Bowesfleld Ironworks, Stock. 
ton on-Tees, has been started within the last few days, They have had a por- 
tion of their forge at work for some time past. It is reported that Mr. Joseph 
Dodds, M.P., bas taken the Lustrum Ironworks, at Stockton, For bar-tron the 
market is steadily maintained at 81. 5s. to 81. 10s. per ton. Several firms are 
laying themselves out for doing more work in plates and bara, and thore isa 
talk of new firms commencing in the finished tron trade, Some of the leading 
iron shipbuilders are extending their premises, and in this branch of northern 
trade the establishing of new companies is spoken of. During the past week 
several new steamers have been launched by builders at north-east ports, 

The Cleveland Pig-Iron Trade is remarkably brisk. Considerable 
difficulty is experienced by buyers to obtain the iron requisite to sup- 
ply their wants, and in one or two instances lately machinery has had 
to stop for want of metal. There was an average attendance on 
*Change at Middlesborough, on Tuesday. Very little iron changes 
hands; some few parcels were sold for immediate delivery at 62s. (No. 3). The 
great scarcity of pig-iron proves how inadequate supply is to the demand, and 
is encoaraging to gentlemen with capital to invest to build blast-furnaces in the 
district. Two or three new companies of this kind are, we hear, being u 
clated. Home demand is very heavy, and continental requirements are a) 
numerous and for heavy lots. Shipments to the Continent are active, but as 
winter advances deliveries by water will probably be much retarded, which will 
assist makers, perhaps, to get alittle more iron into stock than they bave at pre- 
sent. No.3 iron has been freely bought lately, at 59s. 6d, to 60s, for dell over 
next year, and net cash payments; and other numbersin proportion. 8 are 
very low; that of pig-iron in the Middlesborough warrant store is now only 
$230 tons. Prices for coals are advancing. For household purposes coals are 
scaree, and have “gone up”’ 1s. 6d. to 2s. per tou during the past three weeks, 
Coke is also eagerly sought after, and good prices are being obtained. 











TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


Nov. 30,—The Iron and Coal Trades continue extremely active; 
there are no stocks on hand, as, although the make of iron has been 
increased to an enormous extent, the demand exceeds the supply, 
The same remark applies to coal and coke ; although the output has 
been increased enormously the supply is quite unequal to the demand, 
Of course, the prices of coals, coke, and iron are rising under these cir- 
cumstances, and all stores, such as oil, &c., are also increasing in 
price. Such, indeed, is the demand for coals that many works have 
lately been almost brought to a stop, it not being possible to get 
sufficient coal to keep them going. Manufacturing coal and coke 
are also most difficult to get, and this is felt most seriously both by 
iron smelters and manufacturers generally. 

The Ludworth Colliery is in the market for sale, and it will, no 
doubt, command attention, There is a large royalty, and a good 
amount of coal proved to be contained in it, Pits have also been 
opened and operations carried out which will enable the parties who 
take the place to reach and work the coal, Several parties have re- 
cently examined the works with a view to lease them, The Fram. 
wellgate Moor Colliery, near Durham, is also in the market, and 
several parties already connected with collieries here have examined 
the machinery and workings lately. This place has been worked for 
some time by Earl Vane, but the lease held by him will expire shortly, 
A new seam—the well-known Busty—has been lately opened, and 
it produces excellent coke and fire-clay, so that it is not likely to be 
neglected at the present day. The ceremony of cutting the sod of a 
new colliery, to be sunk at Mensfortb, near Ferryhill, was performed 
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on Monday, by Mr. John Shields, of Durham. There was a large 
gathering of miners, and after the inaugural ceremony speeches were 
delivered by Mr. H. C. Stobart and Mr. W. D. Trotter, on the bene- 
fits likely to arise from the new venture, and also on the relative po- 
sition of master and man. The new colliery is the property of 
Messrs, H. C. Stobart and Partners, and it is at present intended to 
work the Harvey and Brockwell seams, well-known in the district. 
A short branch line will connect the new colliery works with the 
main line of the North-Eastern, and thus access will be had both to 
the markets inland and to the Port of Hartlepool. - 

Economy in the use of fuel and of all materials used in collieries 
and manufactories become of more importance every day. With respect to fuel, 
the substitution of improved furnaces. such as Juckes’ and Vicars’, which not 
only save fuel, but popens tho production of smoke, are b:ing rapidly intro- 
duced at many of the large works. And with respect to the lubrication of en- 
gines, wagons, and all carriages in use at collieries and fronworks, the old, im- 
perfeet, and wasteful method of applying oll and grease by hand is being 
rapldly superseded by more scientific and economical methods. Fixed glass ves- 
sels. with small tubes attached, have long been applied to the journals of steam- 
engines, and a similar coutrivance—indecd, the principle is the same—has been 
introduced for the purpose of lubricating coal wagons, coal tubs, &c, This is 
merely a small cast-iron box, fitted with a needle lubricator, which Is attached 
underneath the wagon, and by this means the bearing Is perfectly lubricated, 
at a cost not exceeding one-tenth the original cost of greasing by the old and 
very clumsy method. A large number of these simple, but ingenious, instru- 
ments have already been sold by Heslop and Wilson, of Newcastie-on-Tyne.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Nov. 30,—At Birmingham, on Thursday, an excited and avimated 
tone pervaded the iron market, and higher prices were realised in 
most classes of finished iron, Sheets, both singles and doubles, are 
fully 12. per ton higher, sales of the former having taken place at 
111, 108., while the latter have risen as much as 2/, 10s, on the prices 
prevailing three months ago, Even at these enhanced rates mer- 
chants and consumers experience the greatest difficulty in obtaining adequate 
supplies of fron to meet their urgent requirements, The action taken by the 
men in North Staffordshire on the wages question Is regarded with some appre- 
hension in this district, and the immediate prospects of the trade were earnestly 
discussed by an unusually large assembly of tronmasters on "Change. Now that 
the official list is abolished, and each tronmaster is left to make the best terins 
he can with his customers, there is some difficulty in quoting a definite price in 
all descriptions of iron. but at the best houses it may be said that quotations 
this week have advanced 11. per ton ali round, and we have reason to believe that 
circulars to this effect will be in the hands of shippers and consumers in the 
course of the present week. Whether this will be followed by a demand from 
the men for increased wages is the great question now under discussion. The 
leading firms might be willing to concede an advance, but the smaller houses, 
mapy of whom are still at work on old contracts at low prices, would, in this 
event, be placed in a posjtion of serious difficulty. 

Considerable interest attaches to the important changes effected at 
the speolal meeting of the South Staffordshire Iron Trade Association. On Sept. 24 
@ committee was appointed to draw up a new constitution for the trade, That 
committee reported to-day, and submitted a series of articles, which were ap- 
proved, The Prelimivary Meetings, held every quarter to fix a standard of 
prices for the trade, are henceforward abolished, and each firm ts left entirely 
to fix and alter prices for itself. A genera! mecting of the trade will be held 
onee a yoar, and a chairman and treasurer will be elected to serve for three years, 
being eligible for re-election, Theobjects of the aseoclation are ** to promote an 
interchange of information on all subjects of Interest to the trade; to secure 
united actien and mutual support for tts general welfare; to watch parifamen- 
tary bills relating to railways, canals, and foreign tariffs affecting the intorests 
of employers and employed ; also to engage Irgal assistance when required,” 
Mr. George T. Barker, of the Chillington Iron Company, was elected Chairman 
for the next three years; and Mr. Walter Williams was retained in his old 
office as treasurer to the association, 

In North Staffordshire the Coal and Iron Trades are in active con- 
dition, and prices are firm, at last quotations. The demand for finished tron 
comprises plates, angles, bara, and hoops, the United States and the home mar- 
ket eaeh beirg prominent customers just now, 

The South Staffordshire Coal Trade is fully as brisk as last reported, 
and the colliers are working with somswhat greater regularity. Stocks of fuel 
at the fronworks are low, and should canal navigation be soon stopped by ice 
(whieh ta by no means improbable at this season of the year) serious inconve- 
nience will be the result at many of the mills and forges. A new mineyal pro- 
perty at Boseot, near Walsall, is about to be developed, and the opening*out of 
additional workings on Cannock Chase and tn the neighbourhood of Bilston are 
reported. Ironstone of loeal produce continues scarce and dear, and Cumber- 
Jand hematites, which arecoming in large quantities Into this district, are very 
firm at last quotations, 

In the Iron Trade no new transactions of importance have taken 
oe the leading firms being indisposed to augment the orders already on their 

ks, and which will absorb the whole of their produce for a eonsiderable time 
toceme. An instance was cited on 'Change to-day of one house in the district 
which had accepted sufficient orders to cover the whole of their yicld until Mid- 
summer. The local merchants have put up H C M foundry pig another 5s., but 
with this exeeption there is no change iu quotations this week, cither as regards 
pig or finished iron, 

The Hardware Trades of the Black Country are all in a very 
buoyant condition, and full employment ts virtually guaranteed to the work- 

le for some time to come. The demand is especially brisk for tron tubes, 
mill and forge machinery, girder-work, and rallway fastenings. The disturb- 
ance fu the horse-nall trade bas been settled by a concession on the part of most 
of the leading firms. An advance in the price of locks and latches has been 
announced by the manufacturers at Willenhall this week. 

The directors of the Sandwell Park Colliery Company met on Wed- 
nesday for the purpose of witnessing the starting of the large punping-engine. 
On the application of the steam it proceeded to do its work in the most satis- 
factory manner, and the directors are bighly pleased with it. The difficulty tu 
obtaining the peeeenes poses machinery has retarded the completion of the 
works, but it was stated that in about a fortnight everything would be com- 
pleted, so that sinking could be resumed and continued without interruption. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Nov, 30.—Every branch of the Iron Trade continues active, whilst 
the demand for coal has been such as ensure for colliery owners as 
much as ever they can do. Towards the close of last week, it is 
worthy of special notice to state that the atmosphere in the Midland 
coal field was such as to lead to serious apprehensions that accidents 
in collieries were likely to take place unless the most ample provision 
was made for their prevention. A writer who signs himself the 
Editor of the “ Astro-Meteoric Journal” wrote—“ On the evening of 
Thursday, the 23d, and on the following morning about 4 o'clock, 
and between 7 and 8 o'clock, I have reason to belleve there will be very sudden 
changes of temperature and of barometric pressure, which will cause an abun- 
dant flow of carburetted hydrogen In coal mines, thus leading to explosions,”’ 

These vaticinations proved correct, for about 10 o'clock on the morning of 
the 28d an explosion took place at the Norwood Colliery, belonging to the Sheep- 
Dridge Company, by which one man was killed and several injured. In South 
Yorkshire also there was an explosion at the Tankersley Colliery, at Thorncliffe, 
belonging to Messrs. Nowton, Chambers, and Co., so seriously injuring three 

s that one hassince died, whilst the other twoare not expected to recover. 
tt fs evident, from the above facts, that Hability to explosions from atmospheric 
causes can be anticipated, and it would be well If we had someone who could 
geud out warnings of the approaching danger. Might we not have some Admiral 
Pitsroy to give timely notice of the state of the barometer ? for, although it cau 
be read by our mining engineers, it is to be feared that those acting as deputies 
too often pay little or no attention to atmospheric changes. 

The attention of the colliery owners in Derbyshire has also been 
drawn to the new lines of railway promoted by the Midland and 
Great Northern Companies; and although some astonishment re- 
sulted from the publication of the forged telegram as to the former 
having leased the Manchester and Sheffield, yet it was not generally 
believed, The proposal of the Midland to zo to Doncaster, is one in 
which the object to be attained Is by no means clear, for it is not likely to form 
a junction with the North-EFastern. It may, however, be intended as a counter- 
Diast to the scheme of the Great Northern to get into the Derbyshire coal field 
by the proposed line from Notiingham to Chesterfield, by way of the Krewash 
Valley. Such a line would, no doubt, seriously affect the mineral traffic on the 
Midland, but it would be at the same time of the greatest advantage to the col- 
Mery proprietors in Derbyshire, seeing that 1t would give then teo routes to Lon- 
don direct, as well as to other parts of the South, as well as opening out new 
markets, The great parliamentary fight of last session was that of the South 
Yorksbire Coalowners’ Rallway to London, which was opposed by the Midland 
and Great Northern, who forgot their own differences, and Joined heartily in 
opposing what appeared likely to be a dangerous rival to both, so far as regarded 
the coal traffic. Having thua succeeded In their Joint efforts, the two come back 
to what may be termed their normal state, and the great figiit of next session 

romises to be that between those two great companies—the result of which will

The works in the Rotherham district are all busy, and the mills are 
doing well. At The Holmes there will soon be three furvaces in blast, as the 
completion of the last new-one will only occupy a sbort time. ‘The Parkgate 
Works, the largest in the district, are turning out considerable quantities of 
manufactured iron. During the year the company have had some excellent 
contracts with the Government for shields for the home defences, and have re- 
cently been engaged in making some immense embrasures, marked for “ Fort 
Ricasoll, Malta.’’ They are about 10 ft. high, 20 ft. in length, and 3 ft. in thick- 
ness ; they are cast hollow, and will be filled with a peculiar concrete. It would 
appear as if special attention is being paid to the fortifications of Malta at the 
present time, seeing that, in addition to the shields, some very heavy cannon 
of the latest design is being sent there, 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Nov, 30.—It may safely be said that not for some years past has 
a more pleasing state of things existed in connection with the Iron 
Trade in this district than at present. Taking the whole of the works 
together, there never was more activity witnessed at this season of 
the year, for not only is there no complaint made of a lack of em- 
ployment, but there appears to be no falling off in the demand. The 
past week has witnessed further’extensive consignments of railway 
and other iron to the United States and South American markets, and probaby 
from this to the end of the year a very large proportion of the mako of the dis- 
trict will continue to goin thosedirections, The improvement which has taken 
place in the trade generally has induced capitalists connected with the iron 
trade to turn their attention to works which have been idle for some years past, 
and many furnaces will be re-lighted in the course of time. In fact, all the prin- 
cipal manufacturers have under their consideration how to increase the make 
of both pig and finished material, but more especially the former, as the supply 
is still below the requirements of finished ironmakers in this and other districts. 
Prices still show a strong upward tendency, and there can be little doubt but 
considerably higher values will prevail next year for all classes of make, Io 
the Tin-Plate Trade about the same degree of activity prevails, but a further 
advance in the price of tin this week has curtailed makers’ profits to some extent. 

The progress of the Steam Coal Trade during the week has been 
in every respect satisfactory. Complaints are fewer at the ports in 
regard to the supplies from the collieries, the men having at last dis- 
covered that it is as much to their interest as their employers to turn 
out the largest possible quantities of coal per day. In the Rhondda 
Valley especially the output has increased considerably, and the prices obtained 
are somewhat more reasonable and remunerative than was the case this time 
last year. The colliery proprietors are necessarily far better satisfied with their 
position and prospects than they then were. The mail packct companies are 
large purchasers of Welsh steam coal, and if the trials in Her Majesty’s ships 
prove as satisfactory as anticipated, it is likely that many of the steam shipping 
companies will further augment their consumption of the celebrated steam coals 
of this district. With the principal continental markets business is active, the 
demand being, if anything, above the average. House coals continue also in 
good request, and the men are working steadily. ‘ 

There is a scheme on foot to connect the Rhondda Valley with 
Port Talbot by means of a railroad, which will bring that district nearer to 
that port than it is to Cardiff. The colliery proprietors of the Rhondda Valley 
aro expected to support the project as much as possible, as the new line is ex- 
pected to be of considerable advantage to them, 

It is reported that a company has been formed to sink to the steam 
coal in the Crumlin district. If the annoupcemen; turn out to be true an im- 
portant step will be taken in proving the practicability of working steam coal 
at great depths. Hitherto it has been thought that the depth to be reached in 
the district would make any undertaking of the kind far toocostly, Many eml- 
nent mining engineers have, however, contended that in time this barrier of 
expense will not prevent capitalists from sinking.

UNFENCED SHAFTS.—The constant recurrence of accidents from 
falling into unfenced shafts now appears likely to receive attention. 
A navvy employed on the Severn and Wye Railway lost his life by 
falling into the Old Brunswick Pit, in the Forest of Dean, 102 yards 
deep, and with 30 yards of water in it; and Mr. Greatrex, a banker, 
and a member of the firm of Crawshay, Balley, and Co., has in consequence 
been committed for trial on a charge of manslavghter, The case is a pecullar 
one: the gale stood in the name of Mr. Greatrex, and dead rents had been regu- 
larly pald, but the pit was arched over twenty years ago. Mr. Greatrex left 
Monmouth eighteen or nineteen years ago, and the dead rents seem to have 
been pald by bis agents as a matter of course. Mr. Greatrex recollected the col- 
ery but did not know it still belonged to the firm, nor that the dead rents were 
paid, It bas been wisely suggested that the local authorities should be em- 
powcred by Act of Parliament to wake safe all unprotected shafts, and recover 
the expenses from those iuterosted. 





THE IRON TRADE (Griffiths’ Weekly Report),—-We never remember 
having an opportunity of reporting the iron trade iu a more prosperous condl- 
tion than it is at the present moment, and the general activity now so apparent 
applies to every department of the trade. The late advance in price is well 
maintained in every class of iron, and the market here Is even stronger than it 
was last week. The epecifications for railway tron, to be consumed in the loco- 
motive departments of the various English railways, are numerous and pressing. 
The same may be sald with regard to ship and boat plates, We have likewise 
this week urgent demand for bara and other sorts for New York; the orders 
from the Great Republic are very brisk this fall, and it is said that buying will 
be active during the whole winter, Indeed, ‘all the foreign markets are wanting 
English iron, as 1¢ now turns out that the stocks are low in all parts of the world. 
With regard to the rail trade, the mills of South Wales, Middlesborough, and 
Staffordshire are all running full time; most of them, however, are working 
partly on old contracts, and refuse new orders at present rates, There are large 
buyers in the market for Bessemer steel rails, the demand for this class of rail 
being large, and continually increasing ; a contract for 6000 tons, with a sharp 
delivery, for the United States, was closed to-day, at a very high price. We 
have constant enquiries here for fron mines, particularly hematite, the price of 
this kind having advanced 8» much of late, owing to the enormous consumption 
of this ore In the production of pig-iron for Mr, H. Bessemer’s wonderful pro- 
cess, Whick is being worked in all the fron-making centres of Kurope. A large 
purchase has been made by a wealthy firm here of a mineral estate near to 
Ulverstone, which will be {immediately opened for the supply of Ulverstove he- 
matite ore to South Wales and Staffordshire. The wiole of the capital Is already 
subseribed for the Canadian Titanic Iron Company; no London application for 
shares will be received at the office after Saturday, but the country will have 
Monday’s post, so ‘Tuesday will be the latest date for the country. Thecompany 
will immediately erect blast-furnaces in Canada, and this valuable titanic iron 
will soon be in the market,—Cannon-street, Dec. 1.
